Ify dear Mr. Page:- 

Ho doubt you have heard of the institute on 
a Christian Basis for World Relations which Vassar College is 
planning for women June 14 to 20. About thfcee hundred women 
are expected, three fourths of whom will be from foreign and home 
missionary groups. The remaining fourth will come from organi¬ 
zations such as the League of Women Voters, the American Asso¬ 
ciation of University Women, the Young Womens Christian Asso¬ 
ciation, and so forth. We feel that this can be a significant 
experiment with women in building on the interest which they al¬ 
ready have in the missionary enterprise in such a way that inter¬ 
national responsibility will be a logical next step. The Program 
Committee very much want your help in this undertaking. The at¬ 
tached pages which contain the gist of what will be said in the 
Vassar invitation will serve to give you our general plans. We 
are not able to say at the present moment just what specific re¬ 
sponsibility we would live you to carry but it would probably be to 
help us in the forums and discussion .groups. And because we want 
to leave our program plastic enough to allow for new things to de¬ 
velop, it will be necessary for us to have a few people like your¬ 
self present, who would be equipped to help us in these new situa¬ 
tions. That is to say, we very much feel the need of a few oersons 
of the encyclopedic type. 

Ho doubt you already have plans for June but the 
Program Committee wishes very much that you would consider this 
invitation carefully. Y/e feel that this institute has within it 
farreaching possibilities when one consders that in practically 
every town and village of the United States there is a missionary 
Society. To put the foreign missionary enterprise in a larger 
setting of international cooperation seems to us to be an under¬ 
taking worth while.

My dear Mr.Page:- , 

Thanks very much for your kind attention to ray 

letter. I wish too we eould talk things over for the question 
is much too complex to be covered in the retotric^ed purview of 
a letter. But I am so very sympathetic with your.AIM and so very 
sure that another war will mean the end of a civilization,in many 
ways finer than any preeeeding one,that I believe all thinking 
men should make mighty effort to find a solution. 

But I cannot think that a policy such as you 
seem to advocate in your book will bring about the end you desire 
unless adopted by a preponderating majority of men arid women in 
all countries. Of course I understand a beginning has to be made 
somewhere and our country being the m ° st situated 

properly be considered the place to start* The enclosed clipping 
from todays Dallas Hews pretty well sets forth my views. 

Bad as war is there are certainly some things 
worse:juBt as there are worse things than death.And certainly the 
worst thing about war is its injustice. Unless peace be founded on 
■justice I believe there better be war. Would a man be justified, 
even by the strictest interpretation of Christ's life,in permitting 
an unscrupulous rascal to enter his home and murder wife and chil¬ 
dren for the purpose of robbing him?Every instinct of right woul 
force him to defense. Is there not an unavoidable duty to protect 
home,and country too,from agression? Of course I realize how ea ®y 
it often is,by specious arguments,to make any war seem to the people 
one of defense. Germany made that claim herself with perhaps some 
grounds for the claim in a broad view. 

I believe the correct solution for war lies in 
some sort of unanimous international agreement to set up machinery 
npcassarv to review facts. Few wars could have got any momentum had 
th! SSSlii tor** the disputant, to a Judicial considerate 

of facts* So it seems to me that all those who genuinely seek to 
bring about permanent peace should direct their energies toward this 
instead of t toying to bring about a state of mind J^ndVne or Id 

means of causing grave injustice. f 1 *® ° f J ^ ^tha/in^ 

Court are tooth admirably directed to this end and 1 believe tnat in 

those two agencies lie the only hope. I believe that™ r , 
enter into the council of nations in a purpose so noble is the most 
selfish and ignoble crime of all history. I hope that circumstances 
will force us to our duty. If we fail our children will execrate in 
"bitterness the selfish cowardice of their fathers*

the Court. So many men opposed to both have never even read the 
texts. They accept the interpretation of selfish partisan critics 
without attempting to inform themselves. Here is a great work and 
it seems to me much more likely to bring forth the fruit of peace 
than efforts to bring about absolute pacifism. What we want is the 
reign of international law;and even if that would involve,as I 
suppose it must,some sacrifice of national sovereignty it would be 
no greater than the. sacrifice of personal liberty necessary to 
have iUMitm made practicable the reign of internal law. 

I hope you will pardon such a long and perhaps incoher¬ 
ent letter. I suppose if my ideas were clearer that fewer words 
would be needed to express them.

Pear Kirby: 


Did you see the letter which Cyrus McCormick sent to me? 

To my mind it is both serious and indicative of the great controversy 
that is coming toward a focal point* 

He takes serious issue to my letter to Parker where I say I 
approve of any individual^ conscientious objector refusing to engage in 
war, and so forth. He says: "you rnay be sure I shall take exception when¬ 
ever I can to any address of yours which would involve the promulgating of 
such doctrine.* 

So far as I can tell the whole Chicago Board stands with him. 

Other business men in the country will agree with him. It may mean that I 
cannot stay in the Y.M.C.A. It probably will mean that I shall have to 
refer this issue as soon as the financial campaign is over by a kind of 
referendum to the Associated Brotherhood and to the country through the press. 

At the University in Boulder, Colorado, the President had re¬ 
ceived warning against me. He thought the source was Alton Parker. You 
recognize the re" his master's voice." That means a widespread campaign against 
us in the colleges and a gradual tightening up and closing against free speech. 

Nov/ I must be ready to go to the mat on this issue, both in 
speech and in writing, at a moment's notice. The clear issue is: Is the 
State or the individual conscience supreme? I wish an unanswerable mass 
of evidence, religiously and politically, to show that the individual cons¬ 
cience is supreme. 

I wish you would go the library, which, unfortunately, I cannot 
have access to, and dig out a little material. There are several books on 
the history of freedom; there is Laski on the state, and so forth. Illus¬ 
trations like the following occur to me: Jesus' relation to the State. 

God or Caesar," Ue must obey God rather than man/' John Hubs - was it the 
State or the Church that burned him at the stake? Mas the civil power con¬ 
cerned in the issue? The same with Luther. The Magna Carta. Cromwell and 
Charles I. Sentences from the declaration of Independence. Lincoln on 
devolution in his second inaugural, etc. etc. 

Can you have some material and 
issue may come suddenly. In any case I mu 
you help me in this matter?'

The enclosed letter from Prank 01mstead has Btirred 
my Imagination very keenly. I have been sitting here wondering 
what would happen if you should be led to go the whole way on 
war and assume the leadership of the youth of America and other 
lands in the impending struggle against perdition and reaction. 

I realize that your hesitation is entirely due to 
mental doubts concerning the soundness of the extreme position. 

By a strange coincidence only yesterday I ran aoross the following 
statement made by Oharles Pranoie Adams, son of the Sx-Prewident: 
"I wish 1 oould be an entire abolitionist, but it is impossible; 
my mind will not ooroe down to the point." 

Beyond any question the oampaign against war is the most 
important social movement to which we must set ourselves during 
these next few decades. The enthusiastic and courageous leader¬ 
ship in this oampaign for the most part will have to come from 
the oolleges. By general consent you are the one man most 
strategically fitted to lead this oampaign. I am praying with 
great earnestness and intensity that you may receive unmistakable 
guidance in this most oruoial decision you have had to make for 
a long time. 

You will be interested in the enclosed letter from 
Bishop Brent to Posdlok. Posdiok sent Brent a copy of the 
statement which I enclose, to whioh Bishop Brent objected on 
the ground that the last paragraph nullified the former statements 
with which he agreed. Bishop Brent is now drafting a substitute 
for the last paragraph. At the first opportunity I want to 
have an unhurried talk with you about this whole matter.

How, what we want is an article setting forth 
that war is not an emergent, impulsive, pugilistic encounter 
of two nations, answering thus to a set-to between two angry 
men, buj; t^at it ls^deliberate 1 ^ prepared for, economically 
based, -fi^cL highly professionalized system*" involving the psychology 
of fear, and suspicion, and the more or less conscious will to 
power regardless of right and justice. You know better than I 
what I am trying to say. 

I believe that an article from you going to the 
roots of this thing will be tremendously effective right now, 
and we would be glad to call attention to it with some publicity 
at the time of its appearance. If you will prepare an article 
to come within about three thousand words, we will be glad to 
do everything possible to give it an impressive setting, and for 
the physical labor of writing it, we will be glad to set apart 
a little honorarium of $£50.00. I hope if the suggestion appeals 
to you that you will go to it at once.

Our church was literally "jammed" last night - 
at least 1000 people,perhaps 1200 - to see tfcw Passion Play of 
Oberammergau on stereopticon. It was really due to a bit of 
extra advertising* I just decided that we would make a few 
people stand up for once in this church.'A couple of hundred 
stood,and some went away without getting a suitable standing 
place even. When I came here I was advised that the morning 
audience was usually fine and large,but that the evening crowd 
was usually fine but very small,and that it was seriously under 
consideration from the standpoint of dispensing with it as an 
unprofitable burden. So "Yours truly" just went to work to see 
what could be done with the evening service. It has grown steadily,.

The State Student Convention for the 
Colleges and Universities of Iowa is to be held 
in Des Moines, Iowa, on October 24-25-26th.

Sttew aS gifts can never be fully acknowledged so with this long 
delay my taskbecomes Impossible. I can simply say my appreciation cannot be 
expressed in words. Thank you. The books can be acknowledged with something 
more substancial. A check will come along soon for them. Whatever other ex¬ 
action you might wish to make for the letters I promise to try to acknowledge. 

The first of the year illness kept me from all of my work, and then I had a 
Spanish church thrust upon me. This has taken no little time.Of 
not do all the preaching. Oc^ass^ionally I preach. Last week the task fell to 
me twice. This week 1 preach only onece. The direction of the work in many of 
the Stalls falls to me. Sr. Silvia ^»SS M$1 one of the National workers is my 
coworker. He is doing a good piece of work too. Besides this I have a class 
in Spanish Geography and second Year English,three times a week,in the Seminary 
The work is moving along slowly and we are always hoping for better things. 
Easter Sunday I baptised five people-my first in Spanish. 


We are always glad to learn about your work. The problem of war always finds 
a response in my heart, and I can say AM to all you have contributed to the 
abolishing of war. An Argentine lawyer,who lives in the house with us. read 
your book "on war. He was very enthusiastic about the book. W e started the 
translation of it but his business and my work so far have kept us from that 
4ask. We hope to get at it, again. The race auestion too has an interest for 
me It is a great barrier to the development of the church here. In fact were 
Rsitijg on the subject of the alow develooment of the church here.ae I have 
bean asked to do, I would nut that as one of the main reasons. I think. It 
is almost as great a barrier as Romanism if not as ereat.Races here are as 
numerous as the races. Later I want to tell you some more about some experienc¬ 
es with this problem. We have it in the church and also in the mission. The 
last ought not be repeated. It is true nevertheless. 


As above stated we are this year rooming and boarding with a Spanish family. 
Affeer three months I can say that we have had a very worth while experience, 
and everything has worked out very well. The family has shown us every 
courtesy and taken us into the family almost as much as they have taken any 
of the others*ftho are living here. W e have an opportunity to learn the 
Language also which is unusual, in order to give you an idea of the houses 
here I went to tell you we have f.we room and these two rooms have ten doors 
and two windows. Such a remark usually brings forth a sigh of astonishment 
It is true however. This is to get the sun all the day long. With a good 
room for aim we do not need a fire during the winter. W G like it very much.

Kirby Page appears to be Seoretary of the 
^fellowship for a Christian .Social riJrder which, judging from 
its record,is allied with a number of subversive movements 
suoh as the Leabue for Industrial Democracy which is the present 
day name for the old Intercollegiate Social Society, This 
organization of which Page is Secretary apparently use the 
word Christian in order to interest those religiously inclined. 
Page has spoken before a good many church organizations through¬ 
out the country and his talks have always been of a rather 
pronounced socialist character, finding fault in a cleaver way 
with this form of government and business institutions and what 
he calls the “present order of things". He is constantly 
urging the ohurch to go beyond its purpose and take an open 
hand in industrial matters. Page stands openly for a labor 
party modeled after the one in England, Page has written 
several books, all of which advance pure socialism and all of 
whioh attack the government and our business institutions 
in such a way that they tend to weaken .confidence in the 
government and these institutions. 

If you can find one of the Page books in a 
local Library and read the same carefully you oan draw your 
own conclusions as tp the man’s loyalty to Amerioan institutions.

My dear Page:- 


I am grateful for receipt of your letter of May 5th. You 
will be interested in knowing that the Drench translation is 
now being made although we are still diggering with reference 
to the German translation. I have sent copy of the English 
version to a goodly number of interested friends as well as 
to most of the delegates who attended our last otudent Relief 
conference asking them for their candid opinion and criticism 
of the booklet. This material will be summarised (unfortunate¬ 
ly not many have as yet replied) and sent to you as soon as 
possible. At this time just let me report that a Dutch student 
is writing his doctor’s thesis on the subject of war as over 
against international co-operation. I had sent him a copy of 
your booklet and he replied it was the best material he had up 
to date been able to find on the subject. A number of friends 
have stated that whereas the statement of the facts is excellent 
they wish you had included more concrete and constructive pro¬ 
posals for a solution of the problem. Possibly it would be worth 
while to follow up the booklet on war with one in which major 
if not entire emuhasis is placed on T»eace And means of solving

the war problem. 

We certainly need to concentrate in Europa so far as com¬ 
batting the war spirit is concerned* I have always been and still 
am $n optimist, but I confess that the present European atmos¬ 
phere and attitude although greatly improved, is still one of 
entense hatred and spirit of revenge.

Page speaks (pp.15-16) of the "instinct of creation", the "instinct 
of self-sactifice". Psychologists for the most part now- consider 
that these things are not instincts, but are much more complex 
coordinations. 

Instincts are considered to be reflexes which may be combined in 
many ways, those ways depending largely on training. 

The desire to create, the tendency to self-sacrifice, are v»ry 
largely developed, (acquired) s-na their development depends largely 
on environing circumstances. When,therefore, persons are not inter¬ 
ested in creating or show no tendency to self-sacrifice, we have a 
case, not of a powerful instinct being thwarted, but of a potentiality 
being undeveloped. It is a case, not of the socially less desirable 
instincts of acquisition and mastery being stronger than the more 
desirable instincts of creation and self-sacrifice,but rather a case 
of certain lower potentialities being more developed than certain 
higher ones, because of environing conditions. 

This situation is even more hopeful for the advocate of the develop¬ 
ment of the higher motives than is that stated by Page. We are con¬ 
cerned, not with a question of downing some strong and definite 
instincts end exalting others, but simply of guiding the development 
of vague tendencies in a way that will be socially desirable. This is 
not a difficult task, once a people has the will to do it.

The world is too much with us, and we are all so busy in the rush and drive 
of our work that we do not take sufficient time for thought and study. Personally, 

I feel that I cannot go on working at my present pace but must take more time off 
for quiet meditation and discussion. Are there not many who will agree that we need 
a fellowship of discovery by whatever name we may call it? Could we not gather to¬ 
gether a score or more kindred spirits for a week of thought and meditation, and 
by the functioning of the group-mind go forward in the discovery of new truth? 

A group of us have been discussing the possibility of holding four retreats 
during the year. The four dates suggested are: October 5-11; December 15-21; 
February 23-March 1; May 18-24. We might meet at some central place near New York 
and yet far enough away to have a quiet uninterrupted meeting, where people would 
not be dropping in and out. No one would be asked to come who could not be present 
for at least four days out of the week. We might divide the day somewhat as follows: 

Nine to ten o'clock in the morning, a devotional period, led during the first week 
by Mr. Bruce Curry, on the new method of Bible Study which during the past year has 
been the greatest success of anything we have ever known in the American colleges. 

We would then have some outstanding leader open the discussion of the theme for the 
day, followed by three periods of two hours each for discussion and group thinking. 
Those opening the subjects would not make speeches but so state the case as to pro¬ 
voke thought and discussion. Among those who will be asked to open some of the 
first discussions will be Justice Brandeis, Harry Emerson Fosdick, Frank Vanderlip, 
Professor Bui'us Jones and Norman Thomas. For the first week we might discuss the 
following subjects: 

1st day. The Sovereignty of the State and Freedom of Conscience. 

2nd day. The Party System in Politics. 

3rd day. The Profit System in Industry. 

4th day. The Discovery of God. 

5th and 6th days. Freedom and Authority in Religion, 

7th day. What Religious Message is Needed for Today? 


Enclosed on a separate sheet is a partial list of those who will be invited 
to attend. Out of this list we hope there will be a score or more who will set 
aside this week for group thinking and fellowship. Could you meet with us for at 
least four days of the week October 5-11?

There are others and 
many others who do net hold with them. For example Rev. Dr. William 
Forney Hovis, of Maple Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, St.Louis , 
and Rev, Dr, George A. Camp he 11 of the Union Avenue Christian Church, 
to mention only'.two , came out strongly against this movement when they 
he.ard of it, and preached sermons to that effect.

I know not 
what course others may take, but as for me, give me liberty or give

TT I have never been pugnacious . I can stand a great deal in the 
way of personal assault, but lot anyone attack the citadel of my 
affections - my wife, my children, my parents, my church, my country's 

flag - and I'd empty the last drop of blood from the chalice of my 

heart and die in their defense. I do not fancy that anyone would say 
that would be un Christ like. IT 

Dr. Campbell in speaking of this movement said, 

,T I do not believe that is the right or the loyal way out. 

If nil men in the United States would take that position I believe 

the United States would cease to be. I believe that we have in some 
way to defend our nation against base usurpers and base leaders of 
other nations. 

"No one is more longing for peace than I am, but I do 
not believe that the citizens of the United States dare lay down the 
condition that under no circumstances will they lend a hand to help 
in war”. The agitation of mere pacificism is leading us into a 
blind alley”. 

Doth of these pasters advocated international agreements 
similar to the 'rforld Court or League of Hat ions ns a solution. 

As showing what some leading educators think on the subject, 

I quote irom the address of President vL W, Camabell of the Univer¬ 
sity of California to the ROTO: 

”Officers and men of the University Training Corps, have you 
not heard it said again and again, and with emphasis that military 
preparedness makes fer war? Have you not read the sayings of the 
pacifists that the U S has no need for an army and navy in excess of 
police requirements because of our isolated position, of our peace¬ 
ful neighbors a,nd our repugn''nee for war? 

"wq have lived up to that policy but did that policy keep us 
out o£ war? Far from it. Je have paid dearly in treasure paid blood 
r c r our c ontinu ed unpr op nr ed no s s. 

"Have you ever heard th^t the officers of our Army and Navy 
inveigled us into any. of our wars? Not so. They have helped us win 
every war to which we have called them and have a fine record in the 
making of pea.ee after the wars were over. 

"Some of our wars were made unavoidable by politicians and 
newspapers - -and when were our newspapers and politicians more influ¬ 
ential than they are today? 

"i/iie do not forsee .any coming war in which you would take part 
in defense of your country, but who would be so rash -us to insure the 



reality of such a dream? Wot I„ 

rr I profoundly wish we may have po wars in your day and gener¬ 
ation. Even so and regretting the precautionary aspect of pxesent 
day training, your time will have been well spent. 

"Par--be it from me to defend excessive milit.arism such ms we 
used to observe in Germany and Russia - not for defense but for 
.aggression. There could be no justification for a policy in our 
country which would recuire its able bodied young men to give two or 
more' years to military training exclusively. But an exceedingly 
strong case can be made for universal, military training on such limited 
scales as are practiced in Switzerland and Australia.. 

<P Ve SUGh a variet y Qf races, colors, and conditions in 
the United States as have never existed in any other country. The 
Aimy and Navy services give physical and moral training of a high 
o^aer of excellence - stoo-shouldered, round-shouldred, hollow-chested 
men are turned out erect, healthy, and strong men, holding their heads 
nign, ready to go out and face the world with confidence. 

And the presence of several millions of such men would be a 
great force _ for world peace. If any nation is disposed to melee war 
^.pon the United States, it would, do so only for one reason, namely 
that the US are not prepared to defend themselves".

I challenge this statement in the light of our own history, 

*<as the Revolutionary War self defeating and did it involve greater 
evils than it removed? 

The establishment of our independence and the creation of a 
nation which has been ever since the inspiration for freedom and the 
hope of' the world is a sufficient answer. 

Would the creative power of love have stopped the oppression 
of the colonists by George III. I think not. 

Every right minded person will join and assist in every way 
possible in striving to remove causes for war. The advocates of reason 
able preparedness will always be foremost in supporting this worthy 
purpose. This does not mean the chimerical effort to abolish war by 
resolution without removing the causes for war. With just as much rea¬ 
son and prospect of success could you abolish fire and crime by reso¬ 
lution without removing the causes of fire and crime. 

Finally a just war does not involve a violation of the 
principles of Jesus. I have quoted at least two preachers of well- 
known city churches who take this view. One by the way is a Methodist. 

Anyone who assumes that if the US disarmed, in advance of othe 
np.tions and in the illusory hope that the nations will willingly 
follow suit, who opposes measures of reasonable defense is not a true 
friend of his country and though possibly unwittingly, plays into the 
hand of the enemies of law and order. 

The pledge not to take part in war sought in this enrollment 
card seeks to bind young men in advance, without consideration of 
future events and without consideration of what the needs of their 
country may be in the future. 

It is in effect a statement that ignorance is the best basis 
on which to decide an issue; that if you know anything about the 
matter concerned, you might become p re judioed.' IIo jury ever had such 
a proposition put to it; that it had better not hear the evidence 
because it- might decide to convict the accused. 

I sincerely believe that such propaganda seeking to induce 
young college men to bind themselves blindly in advance not to engage 
in any war and before they know the causes of such a war (if it comes) 
''■ nd , the weeds of their country, is insulting to their intelligence and 
to their manhood, is un American, is destructive of the unity of the 
nation, and is essentially vicious in!'principle. 

If the time, money and brains spent in this propaganda* if 
eho abilities and persuasive eloquence of such men as are on the 
Hollister program, were devoted to the inculcation of the principles 
of good citizenship, to the spread of the meaning of what America 
stands for now and has stood for in the past, and of the benefits 
and obligations of American citizenship, and the principles of the 
Golden Rule, great good would result to our nation and humanity in 
general. 


vftien the 38 students of the Northwestern. University voted 
"That we as individuals refuse to participate in another war ,T , they 
were doubtless honest and s incere in wha,t they did. They were wrong 
of course.

"Support and defend", "agdnst all enemies, foreign and domes¬ 
tic”, "true faith, and allegiance” - these are strong words, unmis¬ 
takable in their meaning'. 


In subscribing to the sentiment for which they voted, the 
38 unthinkingly renounced a major obligation of their citizenship, 
voluntarily took their places in the ranks of conscientious objectors 
and finally foreswore themselves of this allegiance to their country. 


In this connection certain literature was sent to the cam¬ 
puses, among them the University of Missouri, telling about the 
martyrdom of certain students who had refused to do military duty 
and starting that one had been tried by court martial and sentenced 
to the penitentiary. 

While the name of this student was not mentioned, I have no 
hesitation in denouncing the assertion as an out and out lie.

Here are some members of the Student Volunteer Movement de¬ 
claring that war is "criminal and senseless" and announcing their 
determination not to take part in any war, offensive or defensive". 

These are young college men interested in the missionary 
movement and liable to become missionary workers themselves. Some 
will go to foreign countries and expect that immunity from danger 
which protects the citizens of our country, wherever they may be, an 
immunity which will be theirs because there are still men who believe 
in their country and .are willing to defend it and the liberties of 
its citizens. 

Probably some will go to China, pacifist China, which has 
not defended itself .against other nations and now finds itself 
unable to maintain order and security within its own land. 

The ability of a nation to prooget itself from aggression 
and the ability to maintain law and ord«-r at home go hand in hand. 


Here is a Central Council admitting that "Soviet Russia 
has found an advocate" in its monthly BULLETIN, a council supposed 
to Represent various religious and educational organizations on 
matters pertaining to military and naval armament. The Council for 
the Reduction of Armaments, it at first called itself. Then it 
changed its name to the Council for the Prevention of War. Whatever 
its name, its operations have had the same effect. They have tended 
to persuade people not to support the Army and Navy. 

They have tried to obstruct the progress of work in the 
RO'TG and so deprive the nation of that continual flow of Reserve 
Officers who are being prepared to take the places of the scattered 
and diminishing numbers of ex officers of the World War still fit 
for service. They would obliterate one of the most essential procure¬ 
ment branches of the army, the procurement branch that will provide 
trained leaders of our notional man power. 

The pacifist women have gone the whole way and presented 
to Congress the following proposed amendment to the Constitution: 

"War for any purpose shall he illeg.al and neither the 
United States nor any State shall preps,re for, declare, engage in, 
carry on or in any way sanction war or other armed conflict, invasion, 
or undertaking within or without the United States or any state. 

"Neither the United States nor any st.ate or subdivision 

thereof nor any territory, corporation, association or person within 
the • pjurisdi ction of the United States shall organize ,train, maintain, 
hire, manufacture, purchase, employ use or authorize the use of an 
army, militia or other armaments". 

What would be the effect of such, an amendment? A new boot¬ 
leggers war or Whisky Rebellion, riots amid the foreign reds of an 

industrial section, raids of Mexican bandits into Texas, increased 
domination by gunmen of political affairs, growing .anarchy, and when 
the Reds were ready, the overthrow of free America into an anarchis- , 
tic mess of blood and riots.

I mas very glad to have a chance to see the 
manuscript of your nevn pamphlet. Grace has read it and I 
am passing it on to D e vere Allen and Anna Rochester this 
morning. I don't know whether my comments will be of any 
value but you can take them for what they are worth. 


In your answer to question Number one, the 
first paragraph, are you not too sweeping in saying that 
physical resistance is absolutely necessary? Attendants 
in insane hospitals and people who have handled drunks 
tell me that they usually get better results by not using 
physical means. It is quite true that the use of force 
is non-moral, but too many people are ready to find a 
justification for it. It might be better to err in the 
other direction. 


In the answer to question four on page four, 
isn't the phrase "it seems to me wholly out of the question" 
somewhat misleading? Is not what you intend to say it 
seems to me practically impossible"? 


In the questions about war, I miss an emphasis 
on personality which I think would strengthen the pamphlet. 
Ev suitable questions you could suggest that the method of 
war is contrary to everythingwetow in regard to the best 
ways of dealing with persons. 


In your answer to question 19, might it not 
ie wen to suggest that it is possible that changes in the 
sconomic structure of society which would no longer put a 
premium upon comfcat/E/iveness and acquisitiveness, might help 
mman nature to find expression for its more cooperative 
instincts?

I miss also some reference to the tremendous 
part that the Labor forces have taken in working for peace. 
I may exaggerate, but it seems to me that most of the con¬ 
structive work so far done has been furnished by Labor and 
Socialist groups of different countries, which have forced 
the modifications of various national programs because of 
$heir very definite opposition to the war emphasis. Jessie 
Hughan, in her book "International u overnment", brings out 
that 4ide pretty strongly. 


In your answer to question thirty five on 
page forty five, item number four, that the French Govern¬ 
ment was controlled by those who were determined to cripple 
Germany, is a factor which will always be present will it 
not whenever any group tries the method of non-resistance? 

In other words, it hardly needs to be mentioned as a special 
reason why non-resistance was not completely successful. 
Unless non-resistance meets that situation, and I believe 
it does, there would be no use in trying it. 

In your answer to question thirty six, I think 
that there too you should have some mention of the way in 
which the common experience of Labor in the different coun¬ 
tries has been a factor of value in overcoming fear and 
hatred between nations. 


In your last section, should you not have some 
such questions as these? "Does not a person by becoming a 
Conscientious Objector in time of war cut himself off from 
the opportunity for constructive service for his ideals, or 
"Wasn't the protest of the C.O. s in the last war futile. 
Those are questions which are quite frequently put to me.

Thank yon for sending me your manuscript for the new booklet on 
War. £ have read It with a lot of interest and profit and have this morning 
passed it on to Dr, Guliok as you suggested. 


At first 1 was not quite certain whether the method of grouping 
the material under a series of questions^ich people ask about war and peace, 
would be a very effective plan. 24y ITrat feeling was that the manuscript, as 
a result of this method of arrangement, left an Impression of being somewhat 
lacking in continuity and logical sequence. On the whole, however, I have changed 
my mind and am inolined to think that the psychological approach is probably more 
important than a logical one and that probably your book may be more persuasive 
and really do more to Change people*s minds than if you had undertdeen to follow 
a more elaborate plan. 



9y all means do go ahead with itj I an sure it is going to be a 
most useful document. 1 do not know of anything that expresses my on personal 
opinion more closely than this manuscript of yours. Indeed, there axe almost 
no points to which I would take exception so far as my own personal judgmait is 
concerned. I enclose herewith a very brief memorandum concerning one or two 
points which are hardly worth mentioning.

Memorandum to Mr. Kilby Page: 


On page 2, the argument about the inadequacy of the analogy between the Army 
and a police force might be strengthened by pointing out more specifically that 
a police force functions in behalf of the idiol e community. It is the utilisation 
of £±xe6 foroe for the common good of the whole social unit and with the anthority 
of the whole society concerned. One set of police never fights another set of 
police. Aha Army on the other hand, represents only a s ectio n of society re^y to 
fly at the throats of another section of society. 

On page 29, it seems tome that if you are going to criticise the League of 
Vatlons for not h a v luJ pmSrll' representativeaf of the" people s of the nations, you 
ought Co point out ho? the more representative character of the League could be 
brought about. On this point 1 am nyself somewhat at sea. Would the members of 
the League really be any more representative of the people if th$r were chosen 
by direct vote of the people? Mot necessarily; as one would certainly conclude 
by observing the recent performace of the United State® Congressman,who were 
elected directly by the people, but on an issue like Japanese exclusion, fcr 
example, did not represent the thinking people as well as Mr, Hughes irtio was 
appointed by the Government instead of being elected by the people, Peihapa. you 
have sons other suggestion in mind. In any case, it does seem tO'mC that the point 
ought to be strengthened. 

On page 31, 1 have not been satisfied that your criticism of the League on the 
ground of its sanctioning war la diolly valid. Is it not true that the use of 
armed force by the League was ooncelved originally as the equivalent of an inter¬ 
national police force in the strict sen#*of the term as you have used it£ Jn other 
words,it was assumed that the League would include all great nations and so be^in 
a real sense, authorized to maintain a^police force in the same way that Mew Yode 
City maintains a police force in all its boroughs. X admit that this ideal has 
not been fulfilled by the League as it now exists and that the use of armed force 
by the League would probably be almost tantamount to the initiation of war. It 
seems, to me, however, that it would be well to recognize that there would be no 
objection to the League's having a polio e force provided it could really become 
representative of all nations.

I have received the first fifty-three pages of your 
Pamphlotr, and hoped to have a chance tp discuss same with you, 
but have to go to Maine on the twenty-fifth for two weeks. 

As a whole, I like the pamphlet very much, but think 
your "Jrareword* is a bit too personal* This you can easily 
alter perhaps somewhat as follows: 

" FORE WARD. " 

"For about eight years I have been speaking 
constantly on the subject of War. Many .of these 
meetings have been followed by questions and discuss¬ 
ions from the floor. 3b many Of the questions have 
bean asked again and again that it has seemed worth 
while td list the principal ones ahd to give the an¬ 
swers which seem to have bben the most convincing. 

An effort has been made to retain the vivid phraseol¬ 
ogy 6f questions from the floor rather than to state 
them with pedagogical precision." 

This is a detail. The chief Criticism I have IS in 
your handling of' the first question, 1 do not think you hpve 
made a and I have submitted it to two or three others who 

agree with me. Particularly criticise your second paragraph, 

X wish 1 could present an argument on this extreme¬ 
ly difficult question myself, but I have tried to and failed. 
Possibly you can emphasise the fact that the criminal is an ab¬ 
normal person. Some authorities think that as one hundred 
years ago the insane were considered criminal, so One hundred 
years hahcS the criminals will be considered insane. Whereas, 
the opposing Army is obmposed of normal individuals. 

The method of love might compel one to the use of 
force against a criminal, just as you would.knock senseless a 
child walking in his Sleep on the edge of a precipice to save 
his life. But by no stretch of the imagination could the 
method of love of the opposing army justify one in blowing it 
to bits while strangling its wives and children with poison gas. 
It is quite certain that in the endeavor to prevent a criminal

from committing this crime ona*s lack of skill in'the use of force 
may result in his death.

Mr. Oavert has handed me your note to him together with 
the Mss. of your new book on War Questions and Answers. 1 found 
time yesterday to go through the Mss. rather oarefully reading the 
whole of it. 

You have done an excellent piece of work, which should have 
wide reading exert a very wholesome influence on all those who are 
willing to dieouss the question of War. I realize that there are still 
several sections to be covered, which perhaps are the most oruoial of all 
and concerning which, perhaps, my Judgment would be somewhat different from 
yours. I should be very glad to see it when it oomee and to make oomnsnts 
upon it if such seem desirable. 

The way in whioh you have dealt with the questions is admirable. 
You drive direotly to the point without wasting words and your sentences 
are usually ahort and free from aimless words so that your meaning is per¬ 
fectly olear and very easily caught.' 

On page 2 near the bottom, it seemed to me that you needed to ex¬ 
plain a little in making the transition to your principle thought ih that 
paragraph. It seems to me that you should say something like this: that 
whereas police deal direotly with the criminal, it is not possible to do 
this in regard to relations of nations. It is not possible for o&e nation 
to discover and punish or reform rdulers or officials by direct action; that 
the one way for dealing with suoh persons is by taking such measures in ad¬ 
vance of a conflict as will tend to strengthen the liberal forces within the 
other nation, whioh liberal foroes will deal with the rulers and offioials of 
criminal international tendencies.

I am awfully glad that you included me among those who 
are seeing your new book "War Questions and Answers in manuscript. 

We have all been busier than it sounds efficient to admit, and I have 
not been able to read it with the detailed care which I should have 
like to Awe giveii it. Devere Allen has been trying to read the manu¬ 
script on the train for several days past. I found it on my desk this 
morning as he was leaving for the Democratic Convention, and whether 
he succeeded in getting to it, X do not know. 

It seems wholly admirable and a most worth while thing 
to have done. I always marvelled-at your patient thorough work. You 
have a real gift for picking up a subject at the point where most people 
are and carrying them along the next step while,at the same time, you 
make quite clear your own further position. 


This is not the useful kind of comment. One or two things 
that I miss in it I think you are probably right in omitting. Of course, 
I always want a most explicit statement about the economic causes of war 
and 1 wish that your questions about the fight for liberty might he car¬ 
ried along to the further question of fighting for social change. It is, 
however, a question still remote from the minds of the people who ask 
most of the questions you are answering and would probably confuse the 

issue. 


A friend of mine the other day classified all Americans 
as divided into two classes—though who were opposed to the United States 
entering the League of %tione and those who had read the Covenant. It 
happens that I have read the Covenant and yet I am not sold to the idea 
of our joining the League. Just as the other question I spoke of above 
is probably irrelevant, I suppose any discussion of the fact that the 
League represents a combination of capitalist nations and presuma ^ y 
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a strengthening of the foroes which will oppose revolution is also ir¬ 
relevant. That is the kind of question I should raise myself, however, 
if I were in one of your audiences. There are certainly others who are 
not satisfied with the st iw r answers to it given by the supporters of 
the League. 

I am sorry we held this so long and hope our returning 
it now one day after the ultimate date you set is not simply an annoyance. 

I hope you have a fine trip. It would be interesting to 
cross on the California.

Enclosed with this you will find advanee proof 
of several chapters of the book entitled "SECURITY AGAINST WAR" 
by Frances Kellor,published by Macmillan which will be in the 
book shops by the middle of August. 

This book is the only thorough analysis of the actual processes 
of the League of Nations,and the orlgen of the League Court,its 
powers and activities that has yet been published. It represents 
two years of careful study and observation at Geneva and in many 
of the countries of Europe. However we may differ in conclusions, 
we have an equal Interest in the facts,and a common desire that the 
people of America and the World should not be led into a blind alley, 
in their eager desire to outlaw the war system,and to substitute 
public law and the decrees of courts for the bloody arbitrament of 
force and violence in the settlement of international disputes. 

The Brief I gave you in Berlin is now out of date and out of 
print. I will greatly appreciate your making a reference to 
"SECURITY AGAINST WAR 11 in the revised edition of ymfcr book,with 
such comment as it seems to merit. 


The proceedings here at the Democratic Convention have 
illustrated some of the talk we had on our return to Chicago from 
Lake Geneva. Only one man on the sub-committee drafting the 
Democratic Platform desires an endorsement of the League of Nations 
--Newton D.Baker. Every other person wishes to side-step this 

dead issue" as they term it. The obligations of the last platform 
and of the Wilson Heritage alone forces some sort of recognition 
--a sort of"kissing the corpse" as the mourners pass by. Man after 
man has expressed the opinion that if the platform does endorse the 
League of Nations without equivocation it will mean another defeat 
of the Democratic Party. - Note what they really say in the platform 
and from it you will be able to estimate what the leaders think of 
the League as a campaign issue* 


Your admirable presentation of your argumnet for the Great 
Cause of PEACE at the Lake Geneva Conference remains a deep 
satisfaction in my mind and heart. Not in years have I had such 
a sense of consecration and inspired conviction from any address 
as came to me while I listened to your address in that holy of holies 
of the students of the Middle West. 


My prayers will be with you and Sherwood and an abiding hope for 
your safe return,quickened and fortified for the winters'tasks. We 
are entering now the real re-construction period following the Great 
War. You are both needed for the leadership of America in working 
out the New Order of Law vs War -- above any other two men I know.

We have bees discussing the possi¬ 
bility of raising a fund to send my new pam¬ 
phlet and his to approximately 100,000 
ministers, educators, etc. We hope to have 
both of them off the press by the end of 
September* X shall ask the publisher to s end 
you a copy of the galley-proof aloag about the 
Biddle of August. 

I am very sorry indeed that X did 
not get a chance to sea you personally. Let 
Be express the hope that you and Mrs* Hatch 
have a pleasant and profitable summer.
